We can 
but turn in penitence and prayer to our Father 
Who is in Heaven. 

* As Chief Rabbi and Ecclesiastical Head of 
British Jewry, 1 call upon every son and 
daughter of the House of Israel to join in weep- 
ing for the slain of our People, as well as for 
the millions of Jewish men, women, and child- 
ren who have been doomed to extermination 
by the inhuman enemy. 

* I have set aside Sunday, the Sth of Tebeth, 
December 13, as a Day of fast and prayer, a 
day of mourning’ and abstention from amuse- 
ment and work. No food shall be partaken till

WEEK OF MOURNING 


M.P.s HORRIFIED 


“ Nothing More Shocking 
Ever Disclosed” 


A well-attended meeting including M.P.s of all 
parties took place at the House of Commons qn 
Wednesday afternoon, with Mr. S. S. Silverman 
presiding. It was addressed by Mr. A. L. Easter- 
man, Political Secretary of the World Jewish Con- 
gress, Dr. |. Schwarzbart, Jewish member of the 
Polish National Council, and Professor S. Brodet-’ 
sky, President of the Deputies. Statements were 
made which established that the Nazis had adopted 
a systematic plan for the mass extermination of 
all Jews in occupied Europe by the end of this 
year. A report was given of contacts with all the 
Governments of the Allied Nations and hopes were 
expressed of early action by them. 

Our Lobby Correspondent adds: “ Among the 
M.P.s at the meeting were Mr. James de Rothschild, 
Major L. H. Gluckstcin, Professor A. V. Hill, Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone, Sir Henry Morris-Jones, Mr. 
D. L. Lipson, Mr. Edmund Harvey, Mr. Hubert 
Beaumont, Mr R. C. Morrison, Mr. G. Reakes, 
and Mr. W. Gallagher. 

I spoke with Sir Henry Morris-Jones, who 
said: “ It is the most terrible thing I have ever 
heard of. The evidence is as clear as anything 
can be that it is the definite policy of Hitler 
and the Nazi Government to exterminate all | 
the Jews in Europe this year and that out of | 
400,000 Jews in the Warsaw ghetto in July, 
there are now only 30,000 left. Inured as we | 
are m this House to tales of cruelty, I think 
nothing more shocking has ever been disclosed 
to a British Parliament.

Neutral non-Jews who have tecently visited 
Poland report that the Chief of the Gestapo, 
Himmier, has formed special police detachments to 
carry out the Nazis decision to exterminate Polish 
Jewry. The detachments are headed by members 
of the German Death's Head formations, and they 
include Nazi storm troopers and Ukrainian and 
Lithuanian quislings.

All Jewish farmers in Eastern Poland in the 
| villages around Wilno, Luck, and Brest have been 
pexpelled by the Germans and their farms taken 
away.

Armed Resistance 

News of fierce resistance .by Polish Jews against 
Gestapo agents and German police who came to 
deport and massacre Jewish communities is con- 
taincd in a report on the pogroms received in 
London from underground Labour groups in 
Poland. The report ts accompanied by an appeal 
to the outer world to stem the wave of persecution 

Alter giving a full account of the atrocities, the 
report says: “ Here and there, active resistance was 
put up by the Jews. Houses were surrounded by 
barricades, and, in certain towns—for instance. 
Nieszwiesz—-the Nazis encountered armed resist- 
ance. But such cases were isolated, as it was 
known that whenever they occurred the whole 
Jewish population would be wiped out as a reprisal. 
Moreover, some people still delude themselves that 
evacuation does not mean anything but transfer to 
another place, a delusion carefully fostered by the 
Germans in order to prevent a desperate will to 
fight developing in men when they know they are 
doomed in any case. 


“SLOVAK JEW-BAITERS WILL DIE” 


M. Jan Masaryk, the Czechoslovak Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in a broadcast on Wednesday, 
| warned Slovaks that the penalty for aiding the Nazi 
persecution of Jews was death. 

* Hitler's anti-Jewish madness grows in propor- 
tion with the imminence of his defeat,” he said. 
“ The Czechs and Slovaks must do everything in 
their power to make easier the life of their Jewish 
fellow-citizens. T solemnly warn every Slovak who 
helps to send our Jewish fellow-citizens to certain 
death. There are also a number of Slovaks who 
have enriched themselves at the expense of these 
innocent martyrs. The Allies will win, and the 
criminals will be punished according to the law of 
war. Robbery in battle is punishable by death. 
To-day,” he went on, “even a vestige of anti- 
Semitism is a proof of shameful and disgusting 
cowardice. Some who are in danger of losing their 
heads might yet save themselves if they were to 
prove that they have attempted to help those most 
wretched of the wretched.”

THE DEPUTIES MEET 
A Solemn Resolution 


The Board of Deputies held a special meeting on 
Wednesday last, December 9, when the following 
gesolution was adopted 


“ The Board of Deputies of British Jews, the 
representative body of British Jewry, meeting at 
a period Of tragedy without parallel even in the 
long history of our people, solemnly places on 
record the depth of its grief at the indescribable 
sufferings and martyrdom of our brethren in the 
lands under the Nazi yoke, which have called 
forth the indignation and horror of the whole of 
the civilised world. 7 

* The culminating tragedy of the children 
who are included in this threat of wholesale 
murder intensifies this unbelievable horror. 

“ British Jewry, in a community of feeling 
and kinship with its tortured fellow-Jews, will 
leave nothing undone which it can do to help, 
and appeals to all civilised Governments, both 
those im the United Nations and those in neutral 
countries, to assure asylum to all who can by 
any means escape. 

“ We at | that under God our afflicted 
brethren will survive the brutality of the mur- 
derers and will become once more free men in 
a tree world, and that victory, whose approach 
ss sure, will triumph once and for all over 
baurbarity and hatred.” 


The Board of Deputies, with other Jewish organ- 
fsations, is continuing in every possible way to find 
ways and means for alleviating the terrible situation 
with which the Jews of Europe are menaced, and 
is im constant consultation with the appropriate 
bodies to this end. 


Christian Sympathy 


Moving the resolution the President said the 
Exccutive Committee had decided on a special 
mecting in order to give the Board an opportunity 
of expressing the views of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity about the events in Europe during the 
last few months. 

In the midst of tragedy, one was faced with 
the consolation that large numbers of non-Jews 
had opposed this, had fought against it, and had 
done whatever they could in order to prevent the 
destruction of human beings. The speaker re- 
ferred to the steps being taken by the leaders of 
the Churches in this country to make clear in 
various ways what the Christian conscience felt 
in these matters, while the press of this and of 
Other free countries had expressed the horror of 
all civilised human beings. 

It was clear that the first step was to stop this 
Outrage upon the conscience of humanity. 
Whether it would be possible by anything that 
might be said by the leaders of the great free 
peoples to prevent the continuation of this dis- 
asicr one could not say. 

[he most important thing of all, if it could 
be done, was to enable Jews to escape. Every- 
thing that could be done by the United Nations, 
by this country, by Palestine, and in every possible 
way by neutral countries, in order to enable Jews 
to escape must be done. As far as they were 
concerned in this country, everything politically 
that could be done, everything that could be done 
through the Churches and other movements was 
being attempted. 

Members stood while the resolution was put 
by the President, and it was adopted in silence. 


ACTIVITIES OF WORLD 
JEWISH CONGRESS 


Proposals have been made by the World Jewish 
Congress to the Governments of the United Nations 
for joint actiof to deal, as a specific issue, with the 
Hiticrite extermination of the Jews in Naz 
Occupied Europe. The suggestions include diplo- 
Matic action and steps to rescue as many of the 
Jews as can escape. 

Discussions, says the World Jewish Congress, 
have revealed a deep understanding and sympathy 
on the part of Allied statesmen, and a real anxicty 
fo assist the Jewish people at this critical time, by 
¢very available means. 

Approaches have been made to neutral countries 
to secure their aid in granting asylum to Jewish 
refugees, and the Congress have also made pro- 
posals for persuading the Vatican to lend its aid in 
sicmming the wave of deportations and massacres. 

Besides addressing communications to the heads 
of the Churches in Great Britain, the United States, 
and Latin America, the Congress has also been in 
communication with the principal political parties, 
the trade unions, and the International Co-operative 
Alliance and other bodies. 

Approaches have been made to the broadcasting 
authorities in the United States and of all the 
Allied Governments which have broadcasting 
facilities to appeal by repeated radio broadcasts to 
the people and to the workers of Europe to lend 
their aid against the deportations and massacres, 
and to protect Jews from seizure by the Nazis. 

A detailed statement of the facts relating to the 
mass exterminations has been distributed to every 
member of the House of Commons, and negotia- 

ns are taking place with women Members ol 
Parliament for special action on their part.

who ordered these massacres, but also on the thou- 
sands of underlings who appeared to be joyfully 
and gladly carrying out those cruelties. tie was 
sure that any action the Allied Governments took 
in this matter would have the warm and enthusiastic 
support of the whole nation. 

e Archbishop's speech was warmly cheered 
and created a great impression in the House. His 
Grace was deeply moved. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in a letter to THe 
Times, expresses indignation on behalf of the 
Church of England and the Free Churches at the 
atrocities committed against the Jews. He pleads 
for admission to Britain of any refugees who might 
succeed in escaping, and suggests that the Nazi 
criminals should be officially warned that they will 
be held responsible for their deeds. 


The Cardinal's Denunciation 


Cardinal Hinsley, speaking at 
Cathedral on Tuesday on 
Roman Catholic Day of Prayer for Poland, 
declared: “ Here I unite “my voice to the loud 
denunciation uttered by Catholic bishops and 
peoples in France. Italy, and other countries against 
the brutal persecution of the Jews. Poland has 
witnessed acts. of such savage race hatred that it 
appears fiendishly planned to be turned into a vast 
cemetery of the Jewish population of Europe.” 
The balance of justice, he continued, would swing 
against the guilty in due time. The United Nations 
would sec to it that full restoration due to unflinch- 
ing faith and sacrifice was assured when peace 
crowned victory. 


LIVERPOOL’S SYMPATHY 


The Dean of Liverpool, Dr. Dwelly, is holding 
an intercession service for European Jewry at 
Liverpool Cathedral on Sunday. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SHOCKED 


A group of American Jews led by Rabbi Wise, 
Chairman of the American Jewish Congress, saw 
President Roosevelt on Tuesday and urged that an 
American commission be appointed at once to 
receive and examine all evidence of Nazi barbari- 
ties against civilian populations. 

After hearing their reports, President Roosevelt 
told the delegates that he was shocked, “ We are 
doing everything possible,” the President assured 
them, “ to find out who are personally guilty.” 


NORWAY JEWS’ TRAGIC 
® JOURNEY 


It was officially announced in Oslo last Friday 
that the shipload of recently deported Norwegian 
Jews, after a stormy journey, had reached a 
German Baltic harbour. The ship had $32 Jewish 
passengers aboard. It was further announced that 
an indefinite number of Jews had fled from Norway 
but about 200 still remain. (The total Norwegian 
Jewish population before the war was 1,400.) 

The next stage of the deportees’ journcy is a camp 
somewhere in Poland.” It is stated that among 
the victims is a man of 80 and his 70-year-old wife. 

Norwegian patriots, horrified at the deportations, 
made an attempt to help them to escape. They 
planned to sound the air-raid alarm in Oslo, so as 
to enable Jews to get away in the confusion. 
Unfortunately, the plan failed. 

The Swedish public's indignation at the Quisling’s 
anti-Jewish activities is still rising. 

An official statement has been issued on behalf 
of the Norwegian Government in London denounc- 
ing the Quisling’s reign of anti-Jewish terror. 


DR. MANIU’S PROTEST 


Rumanian Jews Being 
Exterminated

The BuKARESTER TAGEBLATT states that since the 
beginning of September about 185,000 Jews have 
been deported from Rumania to the occupied 
Soviet area renamed Transdniestria, where they 
have been placed in concentration camps, About a 
quarter of a million are left, who, it adds, will 
certainly be deported in the spring. 

According to a report published in THe Times, 
Tar. Maniu, the leader of the Peasant Party, recently 
had a stormy interview with Marshal Antonescu. 
Dr. Maniu declared that the horrors perpetrated 
against the Jews were dishonouring the Rumanian 
people, and pleaded that the persecution should 
be stopped before the Jewish population of 
Rumania was completely exterminated. He also 
urged the Marshal to recall Rumanian troops from 
Russia where they were being bled white.

“CHEREM” PRONOUNCED ON 
HITLER 


During the Day of Fast last week in Jerusalem, 
thousands of school children marched in the early 
morning to the Wailing Wall, where services were 
conducted by the Chief Rabbis Dr. Isaac Herzog 
and Benzion Usiel. 

The awe-inspiring ceremony of pronouncing the 
Cherem (ban) on Hitler, “* son of Clara Gertrude,” 
as well as on Goebbels, Goering, Himmler, Frank, 
and other Nazi leaders responsible for the massa- 
cres, was performed by aged Cabbalists in the 
Synagogue of the Bukhara Jews. Black curtains 
covered the windows and black candles were lit 
before the open Ark, while the Cabbalists pro- 
nounced the imprecations used by Moses against 
Amalek, by Joshua against Achan, and by the 
Prophet Elisha against his tormentors. Each im- 
precation was repeated three times by the congrega- 
tion and followed with Amen. :

When ultimately started, the two Farm Cities 
will be a great attraction either as holiday resorts 
or as places where people can spend a comfortable 
restful life in retirement. 

Mr. Epstein had just paid a visit to the two sites 
and was enthusiastic over the prospects of living 
conditions there. Malaria need not be feared and, 
moreover, adequate security is assured, since both 
are in the heart of closely settled Jewish rural 
regions—the second site, alongside the Tel-Aviv- 
Haifa highway, is within easy reach of such premier 
central Sharon villages, which lic near by, as Even 
Yehuda, Tel Mond, Ein Vered, Heruth, Kfar 
Netter, and Kadimah. 

Owing to local emergency regulations building 
operations cannot be launched in war time; but 
when normal conditions are restored after victory, 
the Farm Cities will provide a new fillip to the 
development of the countryside of Eretz Yuisracl, 
benefiting both the J.N.F. through widening the 
citcle of its contributors and the persons who elect 
to live here or maintain homes in these delightful 
surroundings.

JEWS AFTER THE WAR 


Mr. D. L. Lipson (Ind., Cheltenham), speaking 
in the last day’s debate on the Address in the 
Commons, said the Foreign Secretary 
reminded them of the sufferings endured by people 
under Nazi domination during the war, and in par- 
ticular of the terrible sufferings of the Jews in 
Poland, He was grateful to Mr. Eden for remind- 
ing the House that, though every community 
wherever the Nazis had gone had suffered terribly 
at their hands, the Jews in those countries had been 
singled out for the worst cruelties of all; and he 
would ask the Forcign Secretary, when he was con- 
sulting with other Powers, to try to establish con- 
ditions under which Jews in all countrics where 
they lived were also able to_enjoy freedom from 
tear, 

“I do not plead to-day for any special privi- 
leges for Jews,’ Mr. Lipson went on, “ but I do 
ask that the Jews in the various countries of the 
world should get out of this. war the same sort 
of things that other peoples are hoping for. That 
is, that they should be allowed to live as full citizens 
in all lands, enjoying all the rights of citizenship, 
freedom of worship, and freedom to bring up their 
children to careers that are open to all, and also 
themselves, as a result of receiving the full rights 
of citizenship everywhere—as they have had 


happily in these islands, throughout the British- 


Commonwealth, and in others of the more 
enlightened nations of the world—playing their 
part with the other citizens of the countries in 
reconstruction and identifying themselves, religion 
apart, completely with the ideals, hopes, and aspira- 
tions of those peoples.” 

He wished to express the hope, too, that after 
this war anti-Semitism would not be allowed to 
raise its ugly head anywhere, because history had 
shown that the anti-Semite was not only the enemy 
of the Jew, but the enemy of freedom, the enemy 
of democracy, and the enemy of peace. The.House 
would remember that the Jewish Community were 
the first of Hitler’s victims, and it was only right 
to ask that at the end of this war, when the Jewish 
communities everywhere had suffered as no other 
religious bodies had suffered, they should be allowed 
to enjoy at long last a freedom from fear which, 
alas, very rarely had they been allowed to enjoy 
for any long period in many countries. (Cheers.)

A Solemn Resolution 


The Board of Deputies held a special meeting on 
Wednesday last, December 9, when the following 
gesolution was adopted: 


* The Board of Deputies of British Jews, the 
representative body of British Jewry, meeting at 
a period Of tragedy without parallel even in the 
long history of our people, solemnly places on 
record the depth of its grief at the indescribable 
sufferings and martyrdom of our brethren in the 
lands under the Nazi yokq which have called 
forth the indignation and horror of the whole of 
the civilised world. 

“ The culminating tragedy of the children 
who are included in this threat of wholesale 
murder intensifies this unbelievable horror. 

“ British Jewry, in a community of feeling 
and kinship with its tortured fellow-Jews, will 
leave nothing undone which it can do to help, 
and appeals to all civilised Governments, both 
those in the United Nations and those in neutral 
countries, to assure asylum to all who can by 
any means escape. 

“ We "a that under God our afflicted 
brethren will survive the brutality of the mur- 
derers and will become once more free men in 
a free world, and that victory, whose approach 
= sure, will triumph once and for all over 
barbarity and hatred.” 


The Board of Deputies; with other Jewish organ- 
fsations, is continuing in every possible way to find 
ways and means for alleviating the terrible situation 
with which the Jews of Europe are menaced, and 
B in constant consultation with the appropriate 
bodies to this end. 


Christian Sympathy 


Moving the resolution the President said the 
Exccutive Committee had decided on a special 
Mmecting in order to give the Board an opportunity 
of cxpressing the views of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity about the events in Europe during the 
last few months. 

In the midst of tragedy, one was faced with 
the consolation that large numbers of non-Jews 
had opposed this, had fought against it, and had 
done whatever they could in order to prevent the 
destruction of human beings. The speaker re- 
ferred to the steps being taken by the leaders of 
fhe Churches in this country to make clear in 
various ways what the Christian conscience felt 
in these matters, while the press of this and of 
Other free countries had expressed the horror of 
ali civilised human beings. 

It was clear that the first step was to stop this 
Outrage upon the conscience of humanity. 
Whether it would be possible by anything that 
mizht be said by the leaders of the great free 
peoples to prevent the continuation of this dis- 
asicr one could not say. 

Ihe most important thing of all, if it could 
be done, was to enable Jews to escape. Every- 
thing that could be done .by the United Nations, 
by this country, by Palestine, and in every possible 
way by neutral countries, in order to enable Jews 
to escape must be done. As far as they were 
concerned in this country, everything politically 
that could be done, everything that could be done 
through the Churches and other movements was 
being attempted. 

Members stood while the resolution was put 

the President, and it was adopted in silence. 


ACTIVITIES OF WORLD 
JEWISH CONGRESS 


Proposals have been made by the World Jewish 
Congress to the Governments of the United Nations 
for joint actio® to deal, as a specific issue, with the 
Hiticrite extermination of the Jews in Naz 
Occupied Europe. The suggestions include diplo- 
Matic action and steps to rescue as many of the 
Jews as can escape. 

Discussions, says the World Jewish Congress, 
have revealed a deep understanding and sympathy 
On the part of Allied statesmen, and a real anxicty 
fo assist the Jewish people at this critical time, by 
every available means. 

Approaches have been made to neutral countries 
to secure their aid in granting asylum to Jewish 
telugees, and the Congress have also made pro- 
posals for persuading the Vatican to lend its aid in 
sicmming the wave of deportations and massacres. 

Besides addressing communications to the heads 
of the Churches in Great Britain, the United States, 
and Latin America, the Congress has also been in 
communication with the principal political parties, 
the trade unions, and the International Co-operative 
Alliance and other bodies. 

Approaches have been made to the broadcasting 
authorities in the United States and of all the 
Allied Governments which have broadcasting 
facilities to appeal by repeated radio broadcasts to 
the people and to the workers of Europe to lend 

eir aid against the deportations and massacres, 
and to protect Jews from seizure by the Nazis. 

A detailed statement of the facts relating to the 
mass exterminations has been distributed to every 
member of the House of Commons, and negotia- 
tions are taking place with women Members of 
Parliament for special action on their part.

who ordered these massacres, but also on the thou- 
sands of underlings who appeared to be j yfully 
and gladly carrying out those cruelties. tie was 
sure that any action the Allied Governments took 
in this matter would have the warm and enthusiastic 
support of the whole nation. 

The Archbishop's speech was warmly cheered 
and created a great impression in the House. His 

race was deeply moved. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in a letter to THe 
Times, expresses indignation on behalf of the 
Church of England and the Free Churches at the 
atrocities Committed against the Jews. He pleads 
for admission to Britain of any refugees who might 
succeed in escaping, and suggests that the Nazi 
criminals should be officially warned that they will 
be held responsible for their deeds. 


The Cardinal's Denunciation 


Cardinai Hinsley, speaking at Westminster 
Cathedral on Tuesday on the occasion of the 
Roman Catholic Day of Prayer for Poland, 


declared: “ Here I unite voice to the loud 
denunciation uttered by Catholic bishops and 
peoples in France. Italy, and other countries against 
the brutal persecution of the Jews. Poland has 
witnessed acts of such savage race hatred that it 
appears fiendishly planned to be turned into a vast 
cemetery of the Jewish population of Europe.” 
The balance of justice, he continued, would swing 
against the guilty in due time. The United Nations 
would sec to it that full restoration due to unflinch- 
ing faith and sacrifice was assured when peace 
crowned victory. 


LIVERPOOL’S SYMPATHY 


The Dean of Liverpool, Dr. Dwelly, is holding 
an imtercession service for European Jewry at 
Liverpool Cathedral on Sunday. ; 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SHOCKED 


A group of American Jews led by Rabbi Wise, 
Chairman of the American Jewish Congress, saw 
President Roosevelt on Tuesday and urged that an 
American -commission be appointed at once to 
receive and examine all evidence of Nazi barbari- 
tics against civilian populations. 

After hearing their reports, President Roosevelt 
told the delegates that he was shocked, “ We are 
doing everything possible,” the President assured 
them, * to find out who are personally guilty.” 


NORWAY JEWS’ TRAGIC 
JOURNEY 


It was officially announced in Oslo last Friday 
that the shipload of recently deported Norwegian 
Jews, after a stormy journey, had reached a 
German Baltic harbour. The ship had 532 Jewish 
passengers aboard. It was further announced that 
an indefinite number of Jews had fled from Norway 
but about 200 still remain. (The total Norwegian 
Jewish population before the war was 1,400.) 

The next stage of the deportees’ journcy is a camp 
‘somewhere in Poland.” It is stated that among 
the victims is a man of 80 and his 70-year-old wife. 

Norwegian patriots, horrified at the deportations, 
made an attempt to help them to escape. They 
planned to sound the air-raid alarm in Oslo, so as 
to enable Jews to get away in the confusion. 
Unfortunately, the plan failed. 

The Swedish public's indignation at the Quisling’s 
anti-Jewish activities is still rising. 

An official statement has been issued on behalf 
of the Norwegian Government in London denounc- 
ing the Quisling’s reign of anti-Jewish terror. 


DR. MANIU’S PROTEST 


Rumanian Jews Being 
Exterminated 


The BUKARESTER TAGEBLATT States that since the 
beginning of September about 185,000 Jews have 
been deported from Rumania to the occupied 
Soviet area renamed Transdniestria, where they 
have been placed in concentration camps, About a 
quarter of a million are left, who, it adds, will 
certainly be deported in the spring. 

According to a report published in Tue Times, 
far. Maniu, the leader of the Peasant Party, recently 
had a stormy interview with Marshal Antonescu. 
Dr. Maniu declared that the horrors perpetrated 
against the Jews were dishonouring the Rumanian 
people, and pleaded that the persecution should 
be stopped before the Jewish population of 
Rumania was completely exterminated.

During the Day of Fast last week in Jerusalem 
thousands of school children marched in the early 
morning to the Wailing Wall, where services were 
conducted by the Chief Rabbis Dr. Isaac Herzog 
and Benzion Usiel. 

The awe-inspiring ceremony of pronouncing the 
Cherem (ban) on Hitler, * son of Clara Gertrude,” 
as well as on Goebbels, Goering, Himmler, Frank, 
and other Nazi leaders responsible for the massa- 
cres, was performed by aged Cabbalists in the 
Synagogue of the Bukhara Jews. Black curtains 
covered the windows and black candles were lit 
before the open Ark, while the Cabbalists pro- 
nounced the imprecations used by Moses against 
Amalek, by Joshua against Achan, and by the 
Prophet Elisha against his tormentors. Each im- 
precation was repeated three times by the congrega- 
tion and followed with Amen. 

In Tel-Aviv, after the street processions and 
open-air demonstrations, a Swastika flag and a 
portrait of Hitler were burnt in public.

singled out for the worst cruelties of all; and he 
would ask the Foreign Secretary, when he was con-

That 
is, that they should be allowed to live as full citizens 
in all lands, enjoying all the rights of citizenship, 
freedom of worship, and freedom to bring up their 
children to careers that are open to all, and also 
themselves, as a result of receiving the full rights 
of citizenship everywhere-—as they have had 
happily 
Commonwealth, and in others of the more 
enlightened nations of the world—playing their 
part with the other citizens of the countries in 
reconstruction and identifying themselves, religion 
apart, completely with the ideals, hopes, and aspira- 
ticns of those peoples.” 

tle wished to express the hope, too, that after 
this war anti-Semitism would not be allowed to 
raise its ugly head anywhere, because history had 
shown that the anti-Semite was not only the enemy 
of the Jew, but the enemy of freedom, the enemy 
of democracy, and the enemy of peace.

Appeal Through Roosevelt 


The National Council for Palestine of the United 
Palestine Appeal at a meeting held in New York 
last week, addressed an appeal to President 
Roosevelt and through him to all the United 
Nations asking for the abolition of the Palestine 
White Paper of 1939. The appeal also urges the 
United Nations to také measures for facilitating 
the immigration into Palestine of Jewish refugees 
from North Africa, Iran, and Russia, to organise 
a Jewish Army, and to assist in the establishment 
of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. 

Mr. Harold L. Ickes, Secretary of the Interior, 
was the guest of honour at a banquet concluding 
the conference, and the speakers included Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, Dr. Weizmann, Judge Louis 
Levinthal, and Mr. Nathan Strauss. 

Mr. Strauss urged that a rehabilitation fund to 
aid bomeless Jews after the war should be created 
by the United Nations, as the task was “ too big 
a job for private groups.’ 


U.S. PARLIAMENTARIANS’ 
PLEDGE 


Support for Jewish Resturation in 
Palestine 


A joint declaration signed by 62 American 
scnators and 182 members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, pledging their support for the “ declared 
and traditional policy of the United States Govern- 
ment to favour the restoration of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine,’ was submitted to 
President Roosevelt in Washington last week. 

It was announced by Senator Robert F. Wagner 
that a copy of the declaration had been sent to Mr. 
Cordell Hull, Secretary of State 

The declaration asks that the gates of Palestine 
should be opened after the war for Jewish immi- 
gration on a large scale. 


THE COMPLETE SOLUTION 
Message to Junior Hadassah 


Giving.a warning that the Jewish problem would 
not be automatically solved by the victory of the 
United Nations, Dr. Chaim Weizmann, in a 
message to the convention of the Junior Hadassah, 
held last week in New York, declared that the 
restoration of equality of rights to the Jews in 
Europe would be only a partial solution of the 
problem # A complete solution, the message con- 
tinued, must include the establishment of a Jewish 
Commonwealth with free Jewish immigration into 
Palestine and Jewish control of land acquisition 
and development. 

At the closing session the convention passed a 
resolution reaflirming the organisation's policy of 
Jewish-Arab co-operation in Palestine and paying 
tribute to the outstanding services to the cause of 
Hadassah and Zionism in general given by Miss 
Henrictta Szold.

Dr. Weizmann on Post-War Help 


A resolution stating that Russian and American 
Jews must co-operate in the rebuilding of devas- 
tated Jewish communities after the war, as well as 
in the building up of Palestine, was passed at a 

‘unity conference ” held in the Carnegie Hall, 
New York, last week, under the auspices of the 
Pro-Soviet Committee of Jewish Writers and 
Artists. 

The mecting was addressed by Dr. Chaim Zhit- 
lovsky, Mr. Shalom Asch, Mr. Benzion Goldberg, 
the well-known writer and son-in-law of Shalom 
Aicichem, Mrs. Tamara de Sola Pool, Dr. Isracl 
Goldstein, President of the Synagogue Council of 
America, and Mr. D. I. Zaikin, the New York 
Soviet Vice-Consul, who said that the United 
States, Great Britain, and Russia would not only 
win the war, but also a just peace for all peoples. 

A message was read from Dr, Chaim Weizmann, 
expressing the certainty that Russian Jewry would 
be ready to co-operate in the building up of Pales- 
tine when it realises the present Jewish achieve- 
ments in that country.

Yellow Star for Jews 


Nazi-controlled Paris radio announced this week 
that four new anti-Jewish decrees have been issued 
by the Vichy Government at the suggestion of 
Pellepoix, Commissioner for Jewish Aflairs. 

All Jews must now carry identity cards marked 
“ Jew’: and foreign or statcless Jews must not 
leave the district in which they live. 

Jewish youth organisations are abolished ; and all 

* accomplices of Jews,” that is, those who have 
helped Jews to evade laws applicable to Jews or 
their property, will be punished. 

These decrees are stated to be only the first steps 
towards a complete purification of French 
public life. Other steps will include the compul- 
sory wearing of the Yellow Star, the total elimina- 
tion of Jews from the, administration, and a ban 
on mixed marriages. 


AXIS INCITES N. AFRICAN ARABS 


Axis radio stations continue to incite the Arabs 

in French North Africa against the Jews and the 
Allies. In one of their broadcasts the Arabs were 
told that Britain and America had decided to 
convert Algeria into a Jewish State. In another, 
an Axis spokesman announced that “ Darlan ts a 
Jew.” 
The Vichy radio, too, sheds bitter tears over the 
sufferings * of pro-Axis Arabs in French North 
Africa at the hands of the Allies. The prisons, it 
says, are full of Arabs, although under the Vichy 
regime “ only a few Jews “ were imprisoned. ; 

Vichy alleges that Arabs in Constantine, in 
Algeria, attacked and looted a number of Jewish 
shops as a protest against the “ pro-Jewish attitude” 
of the Allied occupation authorities, It also reports 
clashes between Jews and Arabs in Casablanca, In 
Rabat and Fez, it adds, French Fascists and Arabs 
organised anti-Jewish demonstrations. 

Darian Still Detains Jews

All Synagogues, Jewish institutions, and Jewish 
businesses in the Axis-dominated part of Tunisia 
are closed, At the same time, German and Italian 
soldiers and pro-Axis Arabs continue to loot Jewish 
property. 

The position of the Jews in Tunisia is growing 
more and more desperate daily, but their escape 
to Algcria has become very difficult on account of 
the military operations. 


SPANIARDS RAID TANGIER 
SYNAGOGUE 
The Spanish authorities in Tangier have rained 
the Synagogue during a service, as well as many 


Jewish homes. Fifty-five Jews were arrested on 
charges of Communist” activities. 


ITALIAN JEWS MUST PAY FOR 
RAIDS 


The authorities of Trieste, Fiume, and Merano 
have ordered the local Jewish communities to 
surrender SO per cent of the clothing, underwear, 
boot’, crockery, and kitchen utensils belonging to 
their members. The stolen property. will be use@ 
for the benefit of evacuated Italian families who 
have arrived from the bombed districts and 
especially from Genoa, Turin, and Milan. 


BRITAIN’S “ GAULEITER ” KILLED 


Captain Karlowa, the former leader of the Nazis 
in Britain, was killed in 1940, in a naval action off 
Norway. This information was recently revealed 
by Bohle, head of the Union of Germans Resident 
Abroad. 

Karlowa was expelled from England in April, 
1939, on account of his activities. He had occupied 
offices near Victoria, S.W., for ten years, and was 
associated with the notorious Anglo-German 
Fellowship. He also had close connections with 
Ribbentrop, when he was Hitler's Ambassador in 
London. 


MR. LEHMAN GETS BUSY 


Mr. Herbert H. Lehman retired last week from 
his office of Governor of New York State, a month 
before the end of his term, in order to assume his 
new duties as Director of Foreign Relief and 
Rehabilitation, He had been Governor of the 
State for ten years. He has handed over to his 
deputy, Mr. Charles Pletti, ‘who will carry on until 
the newly-elected Governor, Mr. _ Thomas A. 
Dewey, takes over.

SCENE 


Undermining the Four Freedoms 
DARK FORCES ARE BUSY 


[From an American Correspondent] 


Nearly one hundred committees and research 
institutes—including four Jewish—are formulating 
plans for a new and better world order. The wide 
publicity given to their ideas and recommendations 
creates the impression that a healthy, progressive 
spirit dominates American public opinion. 

There are, however, others engaged in planning 
a new and vastly different order from the one to 
which we look forward so confidently. They receive 
less publicity, partly because they are not in line 
with the prevailing public sentiment, but mostly 
because they are not yet ready to come into the 
open. These groups, sponsored by former “America 
Firsters “" and big business, are at work all over the 
country. The old-new ideas, reshaped and stream- 
lined tor popular acceptance, have so far been only 
casually reflected in the press. Nevertheless, they 
arc symptomatic and warrant close attention. The 
fact that there are other planners in the field besides 
those who are progressive should restrain the casy 
opuimism of those Jewish circles who look to a 

“glorious post-war period.” 


“ Second-Rate Citizens ” 


A new and stricter isolationism for the United 
States, possibly for the whole continent, is part of 
their scheme. Closing America’s doors to immigra- 
tion, relegating forcign- born to a category of 
second-rate citizens,” repressing cultural activi- 
ties of so-called minorities, prohibiting the use of 
forcign languages, gre a few suggestions for the 
reacuuionary new order. These sinister tendencies are 
alarming because of the determination and tenacity 
of the planners. 

The Four Freedoms, for which the democracies 
are fighting, give rise to a vision of a rejuvenated 
world in which there will be liberty and equality 
and every avenue of life will be open to all. To 
the plotters, however, the very mention of the Four 
Freedoms its irksome because they imply the end 
ot alien-baiting, hate-mongering, discrimination, 
and hospitality to the oppressed. Freedom to them 
is freedom to persecute, to restrict, to deprive, to 
expel, to dominate. This concept has been blandly 
expressed in the “* Wall Street Journal,” the organ 
of big business, which declared that a “ Filth 
Freedom * was required, the freedom for people 
to reject the other four freedoms if that was ther 
wish. And what they should have in the way of 
poliscal and social organisation was tor them to 
decide. 

Westbrook Pegler thus interpreted this freedom 
when he attacked the anti-discrimination efforts of 
such bodies as the President's Committee on Farr 
Employment Practice. He was afraid that they 
“ apgravated rather than “abated intolerance.” 
Since an employer could not discrimunate against 
an applicant for work on the ground of race or 
religion, “‘ we discard merit, ability, demeanour, 
and reliabulity as chief considerations and make 
race and/or religion the controlling qualification.” 

Here is the philosophy of reactionary planners of 
post-war conditions, which are distinctly different 
from those laid down in the Atlantic Charter. As

Pegier, the vitriolic columnist. started the cam- 
Paign. He was followed by George E. Sokolsky, 
whose ancestors obviously did not land with or at 
the samg time as the Pilgrim Fathers. Walter 
Winchell closely followed when he voiced his 
grievances against aliens over the air. 

‘Isle of Escape,” a new book by Ishbel Ross 
which purports to be a thorough investigation of 
the refugee situation, is written in the same vein. 


Alien “ Interference ” 


All sorts of unfounded accusations which accom- 
pany this barr: age, such as “ avoidance of the draft 
by refugees,’ “ arrogant behaviour of refugees,” 
“interterence by aliens in American domestic 
affairs,” are preparatory to raising the fundamental 
issue Of policy, namely, the closing of the country 
to immigration. The aims are to liquidate the hard- 
won freedoms as soon as the war is over, to change 
the prevailing liberal sentiments, and to return to 
an intensified form of the old conditions, which are 
held up as.“ the glorious past. 

Pegler’s version of the Atlantic Charter is a com- 
plete stoppage of immigration of the “ hordes of 
Continental no-damn-goods "' and the denial of full 
citizenship to all immigrants already domiciled in 
America, including the right to hold any office. His 
ideas have already been implemented by the recent 
introduction of Bills to prohibit all quota immigra- 
tion by Congressman Clare E. Hoffman, of 
Michigan, and by Senator Rufus C. Holman, of 
Oregon. 

Ihe isolationist New York Daity News, com- 
menting on post-war problems, says, “ Suppose it 
is proposed after the war to let in all the Greeks 
and Jews who have survived starvation, and the 
Serbs and the Poles, and the other downtrodden 
people from Europe, who will be clamouring to 
come to the United States. The answer from 
workers and tarmers of the Atlantic scaboard area 
will be a thunderous no! They will be no more 
willing than the Westerners to Iet in hordes of 
people to compete for jobs and undercut American 
wage and work-week standards.” 

Similar in trend is an-article in the July issue of 
“ International Teamster,” the monthly magazine 
of the A.F.L. union, edited by Daniel J. Tobin, 
entitled, “Raise ingmigration barriers——keep forcign 
labour out.” The author, one Mr. Hunt, declares 
that labour’s chiel post-war problem will be to 
absorb at fair wages the millions of demobilised 
soldiers, sailors, and war-workers. Hence: stop 
immigration! 


Subversive Organisations 


There are, in addition, hundreds of subversive 
organisations and publications propagating similar 
ideas much more violently. But this report has 
dealt only with respectable publicists and politicians 
who talk and act openly. If their ideas prevail, the 
pattern of the post-war world and the conception 
of a future society will be vastly different trom 
those confidently, perhaps too contidently, expected 
by Jews. The victory of the United Nations over 
Nazism and Fascism will not end the war for a 
New Order. The enforcement of post-war recon- 
struction will require another war, not so sanguin- 
ary, but as assiduously planned and as strategically 
carried out, 

Those who take it for granted that victory will 
automatically set the world right and settle 
problems in which Jews are vitally interested will 
be quickly and grievously disillusioned. Such 
optimists would do well to examine most carefully 
every sign of the resistance being organised against 
the new order to which they look forward. 

The war is a hard trial for Jewry. But winning 
the peace will be as hard. The forces of darkness 
are on the alert, and though they are only occasion 
ally heard, the warning they sound ts ominous.

8,000 U.S. NAZIS FOR TRIAL 
Citizenship May Be Revoked 


The first mass trial in the history of the United 
States is to be opened shortly by the Department 
of Justice to revoke the American citizenship of 
about 8,000 members of the German-American 
Nazi Bund. 

The German-American Bund has been nominally 
defunct since last December. Many of its members 
have been indicted for pro-Nazi activities, sabotage, 
and conspiracy. 

Many others have joined innocent-sounding, 
patriotic organisations, even choral clubs, where 
they spread Nazi rumours and maintained a skele- 
ton organisation. 

The present move, it is stated, follows months of 
secret investigation into Nazi activities in the 
U.S.A , dating back to the earliest days of the Nazi 
movement. 


WINNING THE PEACE 


Lidice had evoked the outcry of the whole 
civilised world, said Dr. L. Zelmanovits, Chair- 
man of the National Council of Jews from ‘Czecho- 
slovakia, at a meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian 
Club on Monday. But in Lidice, he went on, there 
were some few hundred inhabitants, while now 
they had reports of about 2,000,000 Jews massacred 
in Europe. Yet up to a few days ago, the civilised 
world was silent, with the exception of single 
voices. 

The time had passed when they had need for 
sympathy. Now they needed action. Dr. Zel- 
manovits, who was speaking on“ The Political 
Future of European Jewry,” said that it would be 
foolish to assume that with the victory of the 
United Nations the Jewish problem would 
automatically solved. Bitter struggics awaited 
them. He stressed the importance of obtaining 
guarantees before the end of hostilities, All Jew- 
laws should be abolished, and all refugees given the 
right to return to their ‘homes, and to have their 
property restored. Anti- Semitism should be made 
illegal, and discrimination barred in all reconstruc- 
-— agreements. A new League of Nations was 

rave with the power to control and co-ordinate 
the life of nations.

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THE SLAUGHTER OF 
EUROPEAN JEWRY 


WEEK after week, during these many sad and weary 
months, this paper has striven to awaken the public mind 
to the facts of the Jew-extermination being carried on 
by the Nazi monsters in Europe. Again and again it has 
cried aloud that the oft-repeated Nazi threat of Jewish 
annihilation was seriously intended. Week after week, 
with what was regarded in some quarters as sickening 
iteration, THe JewisH CHRONICLE has demonstrated from 
reliable reports that the gruesome plan had already passed 
beyond the region of threat and was in process of actual 
and ruthless execution. Many Jews and most non-Jews, 
except for the leaders of the Churches, were unconvinced. 
These were horrors, as the Primate said, beyond what 
imagination can grasp. It was not to their minds con- 
ceivable that a whole people should not merely be indicted 
but coolly and calculatedly exterminated. As one Jewish 
commentator has put it, “ the world was asked to believe 
in the unbelievable.” When the more reliable newspapers 
lifted the veil on this raging gehenna, readers in several 
cases protested that they had already been sated to the 
point of nausea with accounts of Nazi savagery. 
Even Jewish stomachs rebelled—with equal natural- 
ness perhaps but with far less justification in reason 
or conscience. Several Jewish Ministers found it necessary 


to rebuke those cowardly ones of their congregants who~ 


had complained, that they could no longer read THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE because the facts it recorded so _ har- 
rowed their feelings. . 


Undeterred by these complaints—and many came from’ 


quarters which should have known better—this paper 
persisted. To-day the very worst of its reports are con- 
firmed and its action is vindicated up to the hilt. Jews, 
harassed, maligned, and pursued for generations past, 
row stand in the presence of the most terrible calamity 
that has ever befallen their people, indeed any people—a 
calamity, be it carefully remembered, which the German 
perpetrators are determined to extend to every Jewish 
man, woman, and child everywhere, as they openly pro- 
claim, should final victory rest with their arms. More 
than ever the Jew is the “ man of sorrows and acquainted 
with grief,” a martyred people ménaced with extinction. 
He may cry out on this lurid and cruel suffering. He may, 
if in his own person or through the suffering of his dear 
ones he feels the smart, mourn and weep. But yet, as 
ever in the past, he will rétain his belief in the Providence 
which “neither sleeps nor slumbers, but watches over 
Israel.” 


No one now doubts—certainly not official circles—the‘ 


reality of the extermination plan, and its progress towards 
achievement. Confirmation has poured in to Govern- 
ments’ offices. The Nazis frankly avow the revolting truth, 
and boast of it. They have even mapped out a time-table 
of massacre which is openly announced on the Axis wire- 
less and in other ways. Each of their slave States has been 
given a date by which it must finally have got rid of its 
last Jew and “ transported him to Eastern Polarid or occu- 
pied Russia ”"—a euphemism for one of the established 
Nazi human slaughter-houses. For Western Poland it was 
the beginning of this month; for Holland, June of next 
year. Rumania, with its larger population, is given more 
time, but with the pitiful zeal of converts, if that word is 
strictly applicable to her, is already ahead of schedule. 
Croatia and Slovakia, according to enemy reports, are 
already swept “clean” of the martyred Jews. “The small 
Jewish Community of Norway—about one-twentieth of 
one per cent of the population—is already being liqui- 
dated, amid heart-rending scenes, as wives are torn from 
husbands and little children from their parents. In France 
the sickening business began some time ago and the hyena 
Laval has this week dug his dirty fangs still deeper into 
the Jewish flesh, 3 

The extermination crime is not only the most colossal 
human massacre in all history. Unlike its predecessors, 
it has been cunningly planned fn cold blood and is being 
carried out with the same diabolical and perverted ingen- 
uity that has cheated, deluded, and overcome statesmen 
in all parts of the world. The Nazi technique of exter- 
mination is a horrible contraption which would surely earn 
the most prominent place in any museum of human 
devilries. It works its will either by mass murder or by 
the transference’ of entire communities eastward, where 
they either perish from suffocation, hunger, and: torture 
on the journey or are brutally destroyed at their destination. 
By these savage means the extermination machine grinds 
out relentlessly its toll of slaughtered. An American Govern- 


ment estimate puts the number at two million—and still the 
slaughter goes grinding on. The remaining millions of 
appointed victims have nothing to hope for from the 
demoniac ghouls of Berlin. 

What is to be done in face of this unparalleled disaster? 
The masses here—those who don’t yet know or won't 
believe—must, in their own interests, have the hideous 
truth hammered home to them. Those who shrink from 
the truth must be told, not merely by recital of revolting 
facts but by the gripping manner in which they are narrated, 
why it is an imperious duty to themselves and their own 
dearest interests to know these sickening facts. Public 
opinion having thus been stimulated, much more remains 
to be done. After 2,000 years of Christendom, the home 
of Martin Luther exhibits to the gaze of the world a 
staggering reversion to naked savagery. Is this blank 
denial of Christianity, this reduction of human progress 
to a hollow mockery, this threat to the foundation of 
human society, to be met with only feeble laments of 
impotence or finnicking takk about legal punctilio? The 
blood of the Jewish martyrs calls out, if not for vengeance, 
then at least for retribution. Can the United Nations 
refrain from solemnly announcing that the assassins who 
participated in the slaughfering will be held to account and 
meet a just punishment—as the Archbishop of York 
pleaded in a House of Lords that ardently supported him, 
and as M. Masaryk, with characteristic warm-hearted hon- 
esty, has proclaimed as far as Czechoslovakia is concerned? 
If only one Nazi thug were deterred in this way from his 
bestial murders, the step would be worth while. Can 
nothing again, absolutely nothing, be done to succour the 


victims? The Primate suggests that at least an offer might © 


be made to receive here those few Jews who might be able 
to escape the Nazi clutches. Must the doors of the Jewish 
homeland be closed, even if difficulties of transportation 
could be overcome? Can we not undertake to indemnify 
neutral countries affording haven to fugitives against the 
expenditure they would incur? If only a few were thus 
plucked from the holocaust, the Christian conscience 
could at any rate proclaim that it had tried, and done its 
best. | 

We are constantly being told that there is a large section 
of Germans who are entirely out of sympathy with Nazi 
brutalities, Why cannot they be enlightened as to the 
cruelties being wrought in their names? A _ systematic 
broadcast campaign to bring the enormity of this crime 
home to the German people, a few more million leaflets 
fluttering down on German soil could do no harm. It 
would at least reveal whether this alleged remnant of 
decent Germans is a fact or a myth. It might also seep 
through to some of the poor wretches in the European 
dungeon to bring a little ray of comfort—the knowledge 
that they are not altogether forsaken by men. And there 
is One act of redress that still remains to be done to 
stricken Jewry. Challenged in body and soul, it has begged 
and implored, again and again, for the right to answer 
its enemies in the only way its enemies understand, by the 
creation of a Jewish Army. The Jew wishes to confront 
them as Jew, sword in hand. That would at least be 
balm to his wounded ‘spirit, and it would be none the less 
valuable if it presented to this and the other nations the 
spectacle of the Jew fighting his own battles in the belief 
that God helps those who help themselves. 

Above all, we ask that the conscience of the free nations 
having been somewhat aroused, its response should not be 
allowed to die away in a fleeting spasm of indignation 
and protest. The murderers will not relax their sinister 
work. The extermination of the Jews is one of those 
promises which the Nazis ‘will inflexibly pursue, and every 
day more and more victims pile up in their lethal chambers 
or fill the graves which their digging machines excavate. 
The credit of the Christian peoples is at stake, as well as 
all that they have ever preached. Their Churches, which 
have done well hitherto, should surely from now onwards 
be ranged in a sustained campaign for the destruction of 
that particular manifestation of the Kingdom of Satan on 
earth, the anti-Semitic cult. This is, primarily, a fight 
for elementary spiritual values. In this doing to death of 
2,000,000 Jews the world can see the logical climax of the 
brutal anti-Jewish creed. It is up to the statesmen and 
leaders of civilisation to ensure that against this insidious 


disease, now exposed in all its inherent horrors and 


dangers to national solidarity, a sanitary cordon be drawn. 
Statesmen have also to grasp the truth that if the German 
conspiracy to brutalise and decimate, or annihilate millions 
of Jews and other Europeans and extinguish their poten- 
tial leaders, should succeed, Nazidom in all its filthy array 


will be left lord of the Continent, whatever victory we . 


may achieve. For the relative numerical superiority of 
Germans to any other European nation will sooner or 
jater give them mastery. No, the Nazi plot against the 
Jews, and other peoples, has to be squarely faced 
and frustrated one way or another beyond all hope 
of revival. Either that, or good-bye to hopes of New 
Orders and enduring peace. 

A word falls finally to be addressed to our own Com- 
munity. Next Sunday is appointed a Fast Day and a 
day of prayer. Every Jew is asked to fast, and only those 


' engaged in work of national importance—who also will 


fast—should pursue their normal occupation. For a week 
all pleasure-seeking must be forgone. HK is good that in all 


our heavy sorrows and cares we turn to communion with 
the Divine Ruler, whose Prophet consoled us long years 
ago with the cry of “ comfort ye, comfort ye, my People.” 
It is right and intensely necessary that for one day we 
discipline our flesh by abstinence from food and from 
our usual occupations or pleasures, for it is self-discipline 
—the suppression of intolerance and faction and self- 
centredness—that most of all we need in facing, like men, 
the peril that looms but a few miles away to our hearths 
and homes and persons. Any Jew who should next 
Sunday, without the reasons referred to, ignore the call 
of our lay and clerical leaders; abstain from fast and 
prayer, and ply his affairs as though he were unconcerned, 
will rule himself out from K'lal Yisrael. He will proclaim 
himself not only mentally and spiritually blind but an 
enemy of his people. At him will be pointed the finger 
of contempt and he will have richly earned this opprobrium 
to the last day of his life. 


TIMELY WARNING 


SPEAKING, no doubt, for his Government, the American 
Under-Secretary of State has solemnly reminded his country- 
men of the disastrous consequences produced by America’s 
withdrawal from active participation in world affairs after the 
last war. This admonition is reinforced by the Washington 
Correspondent of THe Times, who tells us that some of those 
to whom Mr. Welles was referring believe that neither reason 
nor experience can prevail against the instinct for isolation 
which is so deeply embedded in the collective American mind 
and the pacifism which reinforces it. He mentions that after 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbour had been made and when 
the country was girding itself. for battle, ethe editor of the 
CHRISTIAN CENTURY wrote that “we may still believe, as the 
CHRISTIAN CENTURY certainly believes, that the worst thing. 
America could have done for herself and for mankind was to 
get into this war.” Add to this sort of thing isolationism, 
economic selfishness, and partisan politics, and you will approach 
the kind of correct assessment which must be made of the 
danger of another American secession from the rest of 
humanity. It is, in fact, no exaggeration to say that certain 
sections in the United States are now as busy planning their 
New Order as are the Allied architects building their better 
world. This is clearly indicated in an article from an Anmicrican 
correspondent which we publish this week. These men would 
like to cut away from Europe and struggle back somehow to the 
inglorious self-sufficiency of a past which in their memories 
is confined to the boom years; and they are out to work on the 
dissentient classes above-mentioned for the attainment o! their 
ends. These things deserve to be carefully pondered by 
thinking Jews in whose minds inevitably the United Siates is 
relied upon to make an invaluable contribution to the winning 
of the peace. It would be mischievous, indeed fatal, to close 
our eyes to the sinister activities here mentioned, and to forgo 


the imperative duty of enlightening American. to the utmost 
about Britain's efforts in this war and her Colonial record, and 
of persuading them to ever greater appreciation of how 


much, for Americans as well as the rest of the human race, 
depends on America’s whole-hearted acceptance of the obliga- 


tions imposed by her power and moral authority. If that creat 
nation should turn its back upon suffering mankind, that day 
would most assuredly see the eclipse of all the hopes o! the 


peoples now crying aloud for deliverance. 


KEY TO THE SOCIAL PROBLEM 


Tue publication of the momentous Beveridge Report on 
social security has inevitably produced a crop of criticisms. 
“Can the nation afford this plan?” “ Will it work?” ~ Will 
the masses help it to work by the fullness of the service they 
give the country in return?”—and many others. These critics 
are no doubt as sincere as the supporters of the plans pro- 
ponents, but they all ignore the real core of the problem, which 
is not whether you can pay or bribe your way to a new Heaven 
on earth but whether the nation can be so imbued with the 
great religious ideals as, in the first place, to wish to establish 
it and, in the second, to shoulder willingly and even enthu- 
siastically all the sacrifices of personal interest and individual 
prejudice that his will entail. Given a people truly so minded, 
the obstacles in the way of the New Order would assuredly 
straighten themselves out, and such noble efforts as those to 
secure the abolition of want would appear not as the chasing 
of a visionary’s dream but as a perfectly practicable objective 
whose eventual achievement would move future historians to 
wonder why it tarried so long in a largely Christian land. We 
say Christian land, but the Christian conscience is only the 
exponent in these matters of the Jewish teaching proclaimed 
long years before. If most, probably all, of the notable steps 
taken towards social amelioration were hailed at the outset as 


‘mere childish fantasies it was because the national outlook and 


temper were not then prepared for them, because the law of 
God, given us through Moses, and the burning admonitions of 
the Prophets who followed him, had won at most only partial 
or lip approval. It is against this, the real obstacle, that we 
must be on continuous guard. Secure the moral foundations of 
the New Order, or rather the morality of those who have to 
work it out, and all will be well. All efforts which seek to find 
the key to the problem of achieving a peaceful and happy 
existence for mankind on economic, or national, or class, OF 
racial, or traditional grounds are doomed to failure, for they are 
hopelessly incomplete and are an attempt to dig the foundations 
of the house on the third floor. 


ONE-WORD PEACE AIM 

SPEAKING at Manchester recently, Lord Nathan of Churt 
declared that Jewish war aims needed no long phrases to define 
them and that one word would suffice: equality. We are agreed 
that one word will suffice but surely that word should be 
JUSTICE!

LORD NATHAN ON JEWISH 
WAR AIMS 


A War Record to be Proud of 


“It does not require long phrases to define 
Jewish war aims, one word will suffice; it is: 
equality! I believe as a British Jew that we have 
to ask, and indeed to require, of every Govern- 
ment in every country in which Jews live that at 
the Peace Conference it shall be laid down that 
Jews shall in all respects be equal. We ask for no 
special rights or privileges; we shall not accept 
any special duties or responsibilities; we seck 
superiority over none; we will accept inferiority to 
none.’ So said Lord Nathan of Churt, speaking at 
the union tea for Jewish ex-Servicemen (of the 
last war) and Jewish men and women serving in 
the armed Forces, Home Guard, and Civil Defence 
Forces, held“at Maccabean House, Manchester, 
after the Chanucah parade and service at the Great 
Synagogue. 


Contribation to War Effort 


The Anglo-Jewish Community, said the speaker, 
could look with pride on its contribution in the last 
war, and now in the present war. It was often sug- 
ome to him that “ the restaurants and cafés are 

ull of young Jews who ought to be in the army.” 
- The Jewish population of Great Britain was about 
400,000 men, women, and children, yet upwards of 
50,000 Jews were serving with the armed forces of 
the Crown—representing 13 per cent of the Jewish 
population of these islands—to say nothing of 
Dominion or Allied troops. 

Lord Nathan read out a list of awards to Jews. 
“ During the present war the Jews have won a 
total of 64 decorations and 62 have been mentioned 
in dispatches,” he said, “a record of which we 
need not be ashamed—and we shall improve 
upon it. 

“If the world will look with friendly eyes on 
Jews in the future, it will be for two reasons: 
because of the incredible Jewish suficrings to-day ; 
and because of the contributions Jews are making 
in support of the Allied Nations.” 

Other speakefs were Mr. Lawrence Marks, the 
Rev. P. Selvin Goldberg, Mr. Jack White, V.C., 
Lieut. Hyams, Major E. C. Q. Henriques, J.P., and 
Mr. Herbert A. Nathan, J.P. The expenses of the 
tea were defrayed by friends of the Rev. P. Selvin 
Goldberg. Mr. A. Matz organised the function.

DEPUTIES’ ELECTORAL 
SYSTEM DENOUNCED 


“Engineering and Wire-Pulling” 


Speaking at a meeting of the Council of Man- 
chester and Salford Jews, held on Sunday at 
Frankenburg House, with Major E. C. Q. 
Henriques, J.P., in the chair, Mr. Lawrence 
Kostoris voiced the dissatisfaction of many in the 
community with the present system of electing dele- 
gates to the Board of Deputies. 

By payment of a few pounds to Synagogue funds, 
said Mr. Kostoris, persons were elected deputies. 
This was a system which he believed to be an 
abuse of constitutional government. Individuals 
used their influence to further the interests of their 
protégés at the expense, and to the detriment, ot 
the general community. Such engineering and wire- 
— was an undesirable feature of a public life. 

any able men refused to stand for election. The 
best brains of the community were urgently needed, 
and he appeaicd to the Communal Council to use 
its influence to ensure that delegates would be men 
Of experience and ability: 

On the proposal of Mr. Norman Jacobs, 
seconded by Mr. 1. Gouldman, it was agreed, with 
two dissentients, to set up a sub-committee to con- 
sider suggested amendments to the constitution of 
the Board, and to send to every Synagogue a letter 
drawing attention to the need for exercising great 
care in the election of delegates to the Board in 
1943. Councillors A. Moss and L. M. Lever, 
Messrs. M. M. Fidler, E. Fox, L. Kostoris, H. 
Kessler, $8; Latin, N. Marks, and W. Wolfson were 
appointed to the sub-committee. 


The United Synagogue Scheme 


Councillor A. Moss, J.P., submitted an interim 
report on the Unification of Synagogues, and said 
that an amended scheme had been drawn up, the 
main features of which were: control of new 
buildings; closing of redundant Synagogues; con- 
trol of overflow services on the Holy-days; and the 
formation of a Committee of Rabbis and Ministers. 
Six Synagogues, he said, approved the scheme with- 
out reservation; one had approved with a reserva- 
tion; two had completely opposed it; and one 
Synagogue opposed it because the present scheme 
did not go far enough towards a United Syna- 
gogue. Some elements in the community were 
working to disrupt any plan of unification: and 
some Synagogues categorically refused to receive 
a deputation to discuss the proposal. Some Syna- 
gogues were asking “ what do we get out of the 
scheme? *’ instead of asking “ what .is the com- 
munity to get out of it?" He appealed to all 
Synagogues to give the scheme their support: it 
might be the beginning of a “ Beveridge plan for 
the Jewish Community.”

GLASGOW FALLS IN STEP 


Decision to Proceed with Essential 
Services Appeal 


The Glasgow Community is to proceed with the 
Essential Communal Services Appeal early in 1943. 
This decision was unanimously reached at a meet- 
ing of the local Jewish Representative Council last 
week, when Messrs. 1. W. Goldberg, S. London, 
and Dr. Nathan Morris spoke on behalf of the 
Appeal. Mr. Benjamin Strump, J.P., President of 
the Council, was in the chair. ; 

{It will be remembered that the Council decided, 
at a meeting in October, to defer the election of 
an Appeal Committee. One of the reasons given 
was that the time was not opportune for launching 
an appeal in Glasgow.|] 

Mr. Goldberg said that the amount collected up 
to date for the second appeal was £79,000, of which 
London had contributed £51,000; Leeds, £15,000: 
and Liverpool, £6,000; while Manchester had 
agreed to raise £17,000. 

Whether or aot Glasgow decided to support the 
Appeal, the services of the J.E.C. would be at the 
disposal of the local Community, said Mr. 
Goldberg. : 

Mr. E. Levitus said that there was a feeling in 
the provinces that London, while not avoiding its 
responsbility was not properly organised, ‘espect- 
ally with regard to the outlying areas. Glasgow 
Jews would, he said, respond more readily if they 
thought that London was taking its full share of 
the burden. 

Mr. Goldberg replied that it was difficult for 
London to do its share because it was so vast. He 
pointed out, however, that London was contri- 
buting £10,000 a year to the J.E.C. through com- 
munal taxation, in addition to the efforts made by 
religious organisations, There were many wealthy 
people in London who were not associated with 


the Community, and who were completely indiffer-: 


ent to Jewish education. They were excluded from 
one of the wealthiest sections of the London com- 
munity by circumstances over which they had no 
control. London had never produced so much 
money for religious purposes as now, and the 
poorer Synagogues had contributed more propor- 
tionatecly than the richer ones. 


National Co-ordination Essential 


Dr. Nathan Morris said that they = should 
approach the educational question from the point 
of view of the Community as a whole. It would 
avail them little if Glasgow organised its Jewish 
education on the highest level, while the ‘educa- 
tional facilities of another community were not 
properly developed. If they did not look at the 
problem from a communal point of view, then they 
deserved the fate which threatened them. 

Mr. E. Goldberg, Vice-President of the Council, 
said Glasgow would play its part in any scheme for 
the co-ordination of education on a national basis. 
His view was that Glasgow should support the 
Appeal if it was devoted to educational purposes, 
but not to assist hostels and kasher canteens. 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg agreed that whatever sum 
Glasgow raised would be ecarmarked ‘for the J.E.C., 
and for no other purpose. 

It was unanimously decided to go on with the 
Appeal, and the following special committee was 
appointed: Messrs. F. Nettler, J.P.. M. Black, 
J.P., S. M. Lipsey, E. Levitus, A. Stone, J. Mandel, 
and S. Harris. 


The sum of £25 was bequeathed to the Hebrew 
classes of the Garnethill Synagogue by the late Mr. 
J. M. Samuel for an annual prize, which will be 
known as the J. M. Samuel Prize.

PERSECUTION 


Oxford Vicar’s Declaration 


Speaking at a meeting held at the Tayloria 
Oxford, in remembrance of the persecution of 
the Jews in' Germany in 1938, the Rev. T. R. 
Milford, Vicar of St. Mary-the-Virgin, said, “ We 
in this country must share our responsibility that 
these things have taken place. Much of the blame 
for the segregation of the Jews during the last 1.000 
years rests upon the shoulders of the Christian 
Church, the greatest cruelties having been perpe- 
trated in the name \)f Christ.” 

The speaker went‘on to say, “ I don’t think the 
Jews would like us to single them out for friend- 
ship because they are Jews. They desire some- 
thing much simpler. They want a simple accept- 
tance as friends and neighbours, opening our 
hearts, our homes, and our friendship to them.” 

The meeting was organised by the Oxford branch 
of the Free German League of Culture in Great 
Britain, Dr. Kate Dornberger presiding. 

A declaration, already voiced at a similar gather- 
ing in London by Mr. Johann Fladung, tormer 
Reichstag member and Vice-Chairman of the 
League, was enthusiastically endorsed. It records 
the determination of German anti-Fascists to use 
all their strength to destroy the Nazi system, ensure 
full equality for all Germans, and make anti- 
Semitism a punishable crime.

MR. J. H. AMSHEWITZ 


The well-known Anglo-Jewish artist, Mr. J. H. 
> ates died in Capetown on Sunday at the age 


Mr. Amshewitz was born at Ramsgate, the son 
of the late Rev. A. Amshewitz, who was one of the 
original Rabbis invited to Judith College, Rams- 
gate, by Sir Moses Montefiore. Just after leaving 
the Royal Academy Schools, where he studied, 
young Mr. Amshewitz won the Ist and 2nd places 
in an open competition for the Liverpool Pageant 
Memorial and was given the commission to carry 
out historical frescoes. At 25 he was the youngest 
artist ever commissioned to do a panel (the Ellis 
Franklin Memorial) in the Royal Exchange. Among 
other historical paintings of the artist were those 
at South Africa House, London, and at public 
buildings in the Cape which were commissioned 
by the late Mr. M. Haskel. 

There are pictures by Mr. Amshewitz in the

useum, Leighton House; Hull, Brighton, Cape- 
town a and New York. He contri- 
buted to leading illustrated journals and his news- 
paper cartoon work included a series drawn for 
the Jewish before its purchase by Tue 
Jewis” Curonicie. He illustrated a number of 
books, including works of Zangwill and the 
Hagadah. Mr. Amshewitz married Miss Sarah 
Judes, of Johannesburg, and leaves one son.

He 
was apparently taken ill following oculations. 
Mr. Epstein was formerly Director of the American

was President of the World Union of Sefardi Jews. 
Formerly a resident in Manchester, Mr. Picciotto 
was an early collaborator in the Zionist Movement 
with Dr. Chaim Weizmann. Two daughters of the 
deceased are Mrs. Alphonso Nahum and Mrs, Joe 
Leon, both of Manchester. In 1927 he helped to 
found the Koupat Ashrai Eretz Israel Credit 
Bank Ltd. for the purpose of issuing loans to small 
traders, and four years ago he founded another 
loan fund in Tel-Aviv. e was born in. Aleppo, 
Syria. 


‘MR, HEINRICH STAHL, former President of 
the Berlin Jewish Community, has died in the 
Jewish concentration camp at Terezin, Czecho- 
slovakia, it is reported by Palcor from Geneva.

‘Chanucah Reminders 


O valuable are the reminders given to us by an 
intelligent celebration of Chanucah- that it 
would be a shame if they were not woven into 

the fabric of everyday life. The most important of 
these is the great need of faith in these sad days of 
confusion. Chanucah is a purely religious com- 
memoration, being the story of a struggle not 
waged for territorial aggrandrsement or for any 
political reasons. Our additional liturgy during the 
past week made this clear: “ When the iniquitous 
power of Greece rose up against Thy people Isracl 
to make them forgetful of Thy law and to force 
them to transgress the statutes of Thy will.” What 
greater need can there be to-day than the un- 
shakable belicf that the Judge of all the earth will, 


-in the long run, execute justice and that man must 


steer his course in life by the lodestar of faith” 
Chanucah stresses this need for faith in the lives 
of men, for without it there can be no peace of 
mind. Men's desires can never be fully satisfied, 
and often prove to them as unending a torture as 
that imposed by the Greek gods on Sisyphus. We 
hunger though we eat, thirst though we drink, feel 
naked though we are clothed, seck and never find. 
This is the bitter care of modern man, a dangerous 
creature, because he can never be satisfied. Out- 
ward calm, as well as inner contentment, will only 
come if man finds God again in his daily life: This 
reminder of Chanucah must be heeded if we are to 
survive the ordeal we are passing through to-day. 
For had the Maccabeans been as lukewarm and as 
compromising as are many of their modern 
descendants when the principles of Jewish life are 
at stake, had they, too, adopted half-hearted 
measures and indulged in evasive subterfuges, 
adhering to an adulterated philosophy that blew hot 
and cold at the same time, they would not have 
left us such 4 record of unforgettable and imperish- 
able heroism. And the religion to which we are 
asked to pin our faith ts not an outworn creed, dis- 
credited by events and refuted by the march of time. 
Judaism is still a religion unsurpassed for its lofty 
conception of God and man, for its emphasis on 
social and ethical justice, for its examples of noble 
character moulded by faith, for its vital message 
marvellously adapted to the intellectual, moral, 
social, and spiritual needs of to-day. 


E have stressed this need for faith because, 

without it, all our efforts in the ficld of Jewish 
education, all our campaigns to make Anglo-Jewry 
Sabbath-conscidus, and all our exhortations to 
make our homes more Jewish by precept and 
observance will be so many wasted attempts and 
cries in the wilderness. Take, for instance, the con- 
Stant appeals of our spiritual leaders for us to flock 
to the Synagogues not only on the few well-known 
occasions of the year when the call of feligion ts 
heard. Of what effect, however, are all these pulpit 
utterances when the most essential thing is lacking 
—an unshakable belicf in the efficacy of Judaism 
and in the infallibility of the Torah? Let there be 
no two minds about it. For unless we can usher 
into our Community a spiritual revival, convincing 
each member thereof that without a guiding religion 
in Our lives decadence sets in, crushing moral effort, 
denying hope, and colouring all our views with a 
cynic tinge, all our exhortations to return to the 
Synagogue will be “as a tale told by an iaiot, full 
of sound and fury, but signifying nothing.” Strange 
to say, Our enemies have realised the importance of 
the Synagogue as an arsenal of the Jewish spirit 
more clearly than we have done. For what other 
reason have they systematically burnt every Syna- 
gogue in the occupied countries than as the first 
definite step leading to the total extermination of 
our people? Just as there is a clamour for a Jewish 
Army to take up the physical cudgels with which to 
fight a deadly foe, so there should be mobilised an 
army of Torah-true Jews who will see that the fallen 
bastions of Judaism, such as the Synagogue and the 
Jewish home, be restored to their pristine splendour 
and importance. 


NOTHER example? At long last, the com- 

munity has recognised’ the necessity for an 
organised and well-planned system to comprise 
more and better Jewish education for child and 
adolescent. Large sums are now being collected 
and spent by. the Joint Emergency Committee on 
maintaining over 300 centres where religious 
instruction is given, on making brave efforts at 
establishing Teachers’ Training Courses, on publi- 
cations, and on all the other methods whereby the 
pupil may be equipped with an appreciation of 
our glorious heritage and a healthy Jewish con- 
sciousness of our religious and social responsibili- 
ties. But are we not building on shifting sands as 
long as there is no corresponding parental co- 
operation in the home? Much of the precious few 
hours spent each week in the classroom has to be 
devoted to teaching the child what the Jew must 
not do on Sabbaths and Festivals, what he must 
not eat, and what blessings he must make over 
those things he may eat, when all these things 
should have been taught at home, The result of 
this negative teaching? Little time is left in which 
to make the child well informed in the funda- 
mentals of Jewish life and practice, in which to 
familiarise him with the contents of Prayer-Book, 
Bible, Mishna, Midrash, and Shulchan Aruch. in 
which to make him loyally proud of our main ideals 
and principles, and in which-to link him in spirit to 
the heroes and events of post-Biblical Judaism. How 
unreasonable to expect the child to be true to a 
creed his parents have long honoured more in the 
breach than in the observance! There can be no 
successful Jewish education for our children unless 
the community witnesses that spiritual revival 
without which all our attempts at saving Judaism 
for the future will be frustrated. The future of our 
legacy will be guaranteed only if parents as well as 
children are taught to honour it. Remember that 
the miracle of Chanucah was wrought by Matta- 
thias and his sons,

REFUGEE SCIENTISTS AID 
WAR Et FORT 


Geared for Victory 


Scientists of the United Nations, including many 
Jews, held a conference last week-end at Gas 
Industry House, !, Grosvenor Place, S.W.1. They 
discussed how they could assist the war effort. 

Sir Richard Gregory, F.R.S., the President of 
the British Association who gave the opening 
address, said the conference demonstrated that 
British scientists and their colleagues from Allied 
countries were united in the desire that the fullest 
use should be made of their capacities. Members 
of the Association of Scientific Workers were 
engaged in the many fields of pure and applied 
science. 

Professor René Cassin (the Fighting French 
Commissioner for Justice and Education) declared 
that the Free French were truly representative of 
the French intellectuals who were at the head of 
national resistance. .Many great scholars had 
already sacrificed their lives or careers. 

Then Captain Heimer Dahl (Norway), Dr. O. 
Godart (Belgium), Dr. G. Lewi (Czechoslovakia): 
a Greek scientist (his name could not be given 
because his family is still in Greece), and Mr. Ove 
N. Arup (Denmark) also spoke. 

Had they yet got full co-operation with refuece 
scientists, asked Professor John Marrack, DSO. 
M.C., who is Professor of Chemical Pathology at 
London University and London Hospital, and who 
presided at Sunday morning’s session. They all 
knew of refugees whose abilities were not usec 

Addresses followed by Mr. P. M. Yap (China). 
Dr. Alexander Stock (Austria), Dr. J. Kuczynski 
(Germany), and Dr. Ernst Frankenstein (who repre- 
sented the Association. of Jewish Refugees in

J.E.C. MEET IN GLASGOW 


Insistence on Educational 
Reconsiruction 


_ The immense task confronting the Jewish educa- 
tion authorities in this country and the need for 
practical steps to be taken in order to deal with the 
many problems which have arisen were stressed by 
the speakers at a meeting of the Joint Emergency 
Committee which was held in Glasgow for the first 
time last week. London, Manchester, and Leeds 
were a the towns also represented. 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg, who presided at the first 
session, said that finance was a big problem, and, 
in a sense, it directed and also limited their efforts. 
Their budget, which was £9,000 in 1940, amounted 
to £30,000 in 19472. 

A preliminary report on the negotiations which 
are at present taking place “between Mr. R.’ 
Butler, President of the Board of Education, and the 
Jewish authorities on the question of religieus 
instruction in State schools, and also with regard 
to the question of Jewish non-provided schools, of 
which there are 13, was given by Dr. Nathan 
Morris. The dominant development in the last 
three years, said Dr. Morris, was that they could 
now speak on behalf of an organisation which 
represented the Community. 

Dealing with educational reconstruction, he said 
that they must face up to the fact that a consider- 
able number of children were being denied a Jewish 
education, and their most difficult problem was the 
traming of teachers, which must be tackled from a 
communal standpoint. They had been unpardon- 
ably improvident during the past SO years because 
they did not offer teachers a living wage, and they 
had no moral right to expect young’men and 
women to become Jewish teachers unless they pro- 
vided them with a decent salary and conditions. 


Need for Youth Department 


Referring. to the new Youth Department, Dr. 
Morris said that during the past 25 years Jewish 
cducation had been entirely directed on the basis 
of instruction for little children, and he believed 
that they could not maintain a religious community 
on a spiritual education for infants. It was sense- 
less to sond out into the world hundreds of boys 
and girls who were absolutely devoid of any Jewish 
knowledge. If they wanted to succeed they must 
Start a post-Barmitzvah movement, and they must 
widen the scope and deepen the content of Jewish 
education.® 

Opening the discussion, Prof. Brodetsky voiced 
the opinion that Judaism should be made to the 
young Jew the basis of his sociological conduct, 
and’ not merely the basis of his Jewish life. Their 
most important task, he continued, was to see that 
the schools were made spiritually safe for their 
children, and he thought that the Chief Rabbi, as 
the religious head of the Community, and the 
J.E.C. should together establish a single line of 
education. 

At the second session, over which Mr. L. Daets, 
J.P.. Provincial Vice-Chairman of the J.E.C.., 
presided, Dr. M_ Friedlander, Director of. Jewish 
Education for Glasgow, reported on the position 
in that cuy. Referring to-the training of teachers. 
he said that it was gratifying to know that the 
J.E.C. was prepared to help them with student- 
ships. They were paying now for the attitude 
taken up towards Jewish teachers in the past. While 
half-trained teachers might give the public the 
impression that all was well, it was necessary, if 
they were to achieve the best results, to have 
properly trained teachers, with adequate salaries 
and good conditions. 

Rabbi C. Zirkel said that the ideal of Jewish 
education would probably be considered by the 
Community in two different ways, by the Orthodox 
section and by the national section, both of whom 
wanted their children to be brought up as Jews. 
The former wanted their children educated, not 
only in accordance with the spirit, but the laws, 
of Judaism. while the other. section stressed not so 
much the Divine, as the human, element in 
Judaism. Religious observance, he thought, did 
not appeal to the bulk of the Jewish people because 
they did not realise the deep symbolism which was 
attached to it, and unless they inspired adults with 
the desire to study Judaism he believed they would 
just be building on sand. ac 


The Glasgow Rebuked 


Professor Brodetsky saia dat he, thought that 
Glasgow lacked confidence in the J.E.C., and there 
seemed to be considerable opposition in the city 
to it. He believed that was an attitude which 
would do harm, not only to Glasgow, but to. the 
entire Community. They must join up with other 
communities if they wanted to put things on a 
proper basis. 

Professor Noah Morris said that there was a 
large element in the Community who did not sub- 
scribe to Orthodox views and they were equally 
entitled to have their children looked after. With 
regard to Glasgow, there were also two extremes 
of opinion about the J.E.C. He thought they should 
try and impress those who were opposed to the 
J.E.C. that it represented a movement which trans 
cended everything else, and that it was vitally 
important that Glasgow joined in, or else they 
would disappear in time. 

Dr. Nathan Morris, summing up, said that the 
J.E.C. represented the bulk of British Jewry. 
About 40 per cent of the children were not attend- 
ing classes, and these were chiefly drawn from the 
13-15 age group. They could. understand and 
approach the question more effectively if they did 
something which would appeal to the Jewish 
adolescent, who was at an age when parents had the 
least influence over him, and could not compel him 
to go to Cheder. They had tried appealing to parents, 
and now they must appeal to the children them- 
selves. They should .explain to the adolescent the 
adventures which awaited him by taking up post- 
Barmitzvah study, and once he became interested 
he would continuc 

The delegates were the guests of the Glasgow 
Talmud Torah at luncheon. 

On the preceding evening a public meeting was 
held in the South Portland Street Synagogue, when 
an address was given by Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, of 
Manchester.

APPOINTMENT 


U.S. Consul General in Beirut 


The appointment of George Wadsworth, former 
U.S. Consul in Jerusalem, as American Diplomatic 
Agent and Consul General in Beirut and Damascus 
(writes an American correspondent), is greatly 
regretted in Zionist circles in the U.S.A. The news 
has also been received with a good deal of appre- 
hension in Palestine, where Mr. Wadsworth’s anti- 
Zionist and anti-Jewish feelings are well known. 
When Mr. Wadsworth was recalled from Palestine 
in 1936, the action of the State Department was 
welcomed as most timely and friendly. 

Mr. Wadsworth’s present appointment is inter- 
preted as a step in the direction of recognition of the 
Republics of Syma and the Lebanon. It is feared 
that Beirut and Damascus are hotbeds of Arab 
intrigue and plots against the United Nations and 
Jewish aspirations in Palestine, and that Mr. Wads- 
worth may easily become entangled in the net 
seems to have been overlooked. 

It is hoped that Brig.-Gen. Pat Hurley, U.S 
Minister in New Zealand, who is expected to 
undertake a special Presidential mission to the 
Middle East, will be given directives for him. 

Ihe independence of Syria and the Lebanon was 
declared a year ago, a status that has been récog- 
nised by the British and the Fighting French. The 
U.S. State Department issued a statement last 
November declaring the sympathy of the U.S. 
Government with the national aspirations of the 
former French mandated territories.

*** What will be the end of it all? * you ask. 

“ Listen to something that happened last year to British 
soldiers wiio had bravely fought in Greece. Many of the 
British were made prisoners, and others had hair-breadth 
escapes when they had to icave that country. Of these. a 
group of three BrRish officers. cight Palestinian Jews, and 
four Australians found themselves in a small motor-boat 
on the Mediterrancan. They were in danger of being 
bombed at any moment by enemy acroplancs. When things 
looked blackest,. one of the Jews started singing a Hebrew 
song. * Hatikvah,’ which is the National Anthem of the 
Palestinian Jews. He explained tothe others that the song, 
Hatikvah, meant ‘the song of hope.” and that its chorus 
was * We will never give up the hope of returning to our 
native land.” Soon all joined in singing that song. Fortune 
favoured them. <A’ few hours tater. they attracted the 
attention of a British warship and were saved. 

“ Well, up to two months ago, we and our Allics in this

CHRISTIAN-JEWISH 
CO-OPERATION 


“| think it would be improper for any non- 
Jew privileged to speak to a meeting. of Jewish 
folk without making some reference to the terrible 
things happening to the Jews in Eastern Europe,” 
said the Rev. W. W. Simpson to the Maccabi 
Association at 73, Compayne Gardens, N.W., last 
Sunday evening when he lectured on * Common 
Sense in the Relationship between Jew and non- 
Jew.’ The Nazi attempt at the extermination of 
the Jewries of Central and Eastern Europe by the 
end of the vear was one of the most dreadful things 
that had ever happened. The victiths of this 
tragedy, too, were their fellow-men, and the suffer- 
ing inflicted upon them was inflicted upon the 
whole family of mankind. 

The Nazi attack on Jewry, he continued, was 
only a prelude to an attack on the Christian 
Church. Together they must build up an order of 
society on the basis of those things they shared im 
common, The relationship between Jews and 
Christians must be strengthened on the basis of 
real understanding of each other and respect for 
the things in which they differed. Mr. Simpson 
outlined the aims of the new Council of Christians 
and Jews, and said that the promotion of {cllow- 
ship between Christiaa and Jewish youth organisa- 
tions in educational and cultural activities would 
help in a better understanding of each other. It 
was possible with their own separate organisations 
to intermingle and at the same time help each other. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


It is agreed by authorities best placed to assess 
such matters that after the war, and with the scope 
of organised education extending on thé one side 
into the earlier nursery ages and on the other up 
to 1S or B®, there will be needed a very large num- 
ber of teachers. The conditions and status of the 
profession are likely to improve greatly, to judge 
particularly from the research and inquiry now 
being undertaken by Governmental, official, and 
unofficial bodies into educational matters in 
generat. The serious student, therefore, may find 
it worth while giving more than a glance at the 
possibilities of teaching as a career. But in this 
connection a few lines should be borne in mind 
from a report on the training of teachers prepared 
by a sub-committee of the L.C.C. Education Com- 
mittee (for submission by the Council to a Com- 
mittee set up by the President of the Board of 
Education to investigate the whole subject): 

“Minimum initial qualifications that should be looked 
for are (a) a strong personal desire to become a teacher, a 
desire which, especially among the older candidates, may 
well spring from an interest in human nature and social 
welfare rather than from an interest in acquiring and im- 
parting information; (b) a reasonable degree of intclliecnce 
as measured by standardised intclligence tests and of 
physical fitmess: (c) the absence of “ contra-indications " 
such as neurotic tendencies or other personality peculiaritics: 
(d) the presence of personal qualities that attract children. 
¢.2@.. even temper and cheerfulness; (c) at least one special 
talent developed as the result of interest and cxpericnce in 
some form of learning, art, music, craft. ofr athletics. 
together with a reasonable capacity for self-cxpression in 
speech afd writing.”

MORRIS DUPARC 


There are many good stories about the late 
Morris Duparc, the dean of Anglo-Jewish journa- 
lists, who died last week, and the best of them he was 
fond of relating himself. He possessed a shrewd wit 
and had something of a gift for apt repartee. On 
one occasion, he used to relate, he met the late 
Ernst Schiff in the City, and Mr. Schiff said jokingly 
to him, “If you give me a match, Mr. Duparc, 
ril give you a cigar!" Immediately Duparc 
dived his hand into his pocket and exclaimed, 
“ Take a box! ” The hit was palpable, and in due 
course Ernst Schiff forwarded him a box of cigars. 


Most people are familiar with the story of the 
Jew who, when he became rich. said that if he had 
been able to write he would have been a Shammas. 
Duparc used to cap that story with the telling of an 
experience of his own. In 1877, when the East 
London Synagogue was opened, he was a candi- 
date for the office of Chazan. His wide Jewish 
education and his teaching experience at the Jews’ 
Free School (which sent many of its pupil teachers 
to fill posts in the ministry) fully justified his appli- 
cation. Everything went well for the aspiring 
candidate, but he’ was asked to go to Chief Rabbi 
Nathan Marcus Adler for proof of his religious 
capabilities. In all the essential things Duparc 
passed, but just before he took his departure 
Dr. Adler asked him translate 


Dupare was unable to do so, as this Sabbath morn- 
ing prayer before the Musaf is in Aramaic and not 
Hebrew. Dr. Adler did not therefore pass ‘him, 
and Duparc always afterwards said, not regretfully, 
that if he had been able to translate ]P°5 SY" 
be would have been a Chazan. 


JERUSALEM CHAIR OF ENGLISH 


The announcement that has just been made of the 
first appointment to the newly established Sir 
Moses Montefiore Professorship of English Lan- 
guage and Literature at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem reminds me that the establishment of 
such a Chair was first suggested in the columns of 
THe JewtsH CHRONICLE nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. In 1919, in the course of a centenary 
tribute to George Eliot, Mr. Hugh Harris proposed 
the foundation at the University of a Chair of 
English. He advanced a number of cogent reasons 
why it might fittingly bear the name of George 
Eliot, the authoress of “ Daniel Deronda.” But 
the exact name of the Chair as of less importance 
than the welcome—if belated—fact of its estab- 
lishment. It might have contributed much, im the 
period between the two world wars, to a_ better 
understanding between Britain and Jewry.

ANOTHER NIGERIAN SERVICE 

Apropos of my paragraphs last week on the 
Jewish service in Nigeria, I hear further that many 
others, among them the Chicf Rabbi's son. Licut. 
S. Hertz, R.A.S.C., who wished to attend, were 
prevented by the exigencies of the service. From 
one of them, Captain B. Oppenheim, R.A.M.C., 
Major Homa received a letter illustrative of the 
deep religious fecling among the Jewish personnel. 
A few of them, wrote Capt. Oppenheim, gathered 
together in a Pte. Miller's house, but could not 
make a Minyan. 2nd Lieut. Wand was there, and 
Corporal Barron “ said an indescribably moving 
K addish,”’ as it was about the time of his mother's 
Yahrzeit. Capt. Oppenheim read Ma‘ariv, and for 
*an eloquent Kiddush,” Pte. Miller produced some 
sherry in lieu of kasher wine, and some coconut 
cakes as a substitute for the more familiar-* kich- 
lach "! “1 wish you could have been with us,” 
concludes the Captain. “ It was all so simple and 
humble, but withal so loyal and inexpressibly 
genuine.” 


NEW “ NON-ARYANS” 

Recently a French pro-Nazi named Bernadini 
attacked General de Gaulle in the MatTIN as being 
of Jewish origin. His real name, he said, came from 
the Hebrew word “ Degol,’’ meaning, as a verb, 
“to glorify onesclf ” (so Bernadini said). General 
Catroux, he added. was also a “ non-Aryan,” and 
his name originally meant a Levite who served at 
the altar. And now that Admiral Darlan appears 
to have fallen from grace, he, too, has been num- 
bered by the Axis among the Jews. Radio Rome 
reports from Tangiers that, ~ according to the 
opinion of the people of Algiers, Darlan ts a Jew; 
his name in Arabic means * the curse of the House 
or ‘the curse of the family,” which was given to 
Darlan’s ancestors centuries ago by the Arabs 
before the Jews invaded Europe through Spain.

An Example for the World 


ISS HENRIETTA SZOLD is the “ mother ” 
in Palestine of thousands of children, former 
victims Of Nazi persecution. As President of 

the Children and Youth Aliyah, Miss Szold, despite 
her weight of years (she is over 80), has personally 
welcomed Jewish children to Palestine from Central 
Europe since the seizure of power by the Nazis

m Germany cast the slur upon mankind of 
countenancing the wholesale scourging of innocent 
children. 

_ Miss Szold ts a practical American woman. She 
is also the ideal mother, whose maternal instincts, 
perhaps because they have never found personal 
realisation, have been sublimated into a universal 
motherhood. When first the Jewish children from 
Germany and then from Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia came to Palestine, Miss Szold’s care of 
them went beyond the first onrush of pity which, 
alas, so often remains the total reaction of lesser 
women where other people’s children are con- 
cerned: and she made comprehensive, detailed. and 
wise plans for the absorption into the life of the 
country of the young emigrants. She insisted on 
gctting to know them personally and has taken’ a 
personal interest in their progress. 


Appeal to Jewish Women 


To-day Miss Szold has made an appeal to Jewish 
women throughout the world, for the salvation of 
the chikiren now held in the clutches of the sadistic 
monsters in Europe. Since the outbreak of the 
war, 3,044 Jewish children have been saved by 
Youth Aliyah from Nazi-dominated territory and 
transferred to Palestine. Given adequate support, 
the organisation over which Miss Szold presides 
ne, sull effect the salvation of many more young 
ives. 

And this work has a significance greater even 
than a purely Jewish one. The problem of a 
generation of young people steeped in the poison 
of Nazi teaching and the example of devilish cruelty 
is one with which the world must sooner or later 
contend, And while the Jewish children are the 
butts of Nazi and Fascist degenerates, their plight, 
like that of all the children living in the con- 
taminated countries, must ultimately affect the 
future generations of mankind. The work of 
Youth Aliyah may therefore well become a guide 
and an important example in the building up of 
the social machinery for the regeneration of the 
children throughout Europe whose young lives have 
ae in the midst of the terrible degeneration 
there. 

In this country at the close of the last century, 
when welfare work for women and children was 
just beginning to be undertaken, an heroic band 
of Jewish women, working among their own 
people, in the East End of London, set up a system 
of infant welfare and maternity service that was 
one of the earliest pioneering efforts in English 
social service in this sphere May it not well be 
that a similar lead will be given by the work Miss 
Szold ig now doing for the stricken Jewish children 
of Europe? May not the methods, the far-sighted 
plans, and the admirable designs for training and 
reviving that have worked so splendidly in Pales- 
tine, prove a guide to the United Nations in the 
problem of the regeneration of Europe's children, 
which must of necessity become a foremost war 
and peace aim? 


Happening te Other Children 


Viewed from this angle, Miss Szold’s passionate 
appeal! to all mothers, made on the occasion of last 
week's country-wide protests in Palestine against 
the massacres of Jews in Europe, has new meaning. 
For, as she pointed out, what is now happening 
to Jewish children may, indeed does, also happen 
to the children of other peoples whose parents are 
politically antipathetic to the Nazi butchers. 

That a great Jewish woman, an American-born 
citizen, upon whom the freedom of New York 
City has been conferred, should be in the vanguard 
in this fundamental work of salving young life is 
a matter of the greatest pride for every Jewish 
woman. It is, too, an unmistakable pointer for 
Jews in the task of restoring social justice in the 
world, a task which has been always their divine 
mission and in whose cause they have endured 
such prolonged and bitter martyrdom,

In the course of a report in the current of Tre 
Jewrsu of a lecture by Mr. Harry Sacher, bs 
disturbing to note that the speaker gave currency to two 
well-worn fallacies which are often used as arguments 
against the Jewish Army project: firstly. that the chanecd 
position in the Middle East had made the Jewislt Army 
project appear icss important: and, sccondly. that # was of 
minor consideration compared with the necessity for dccid- 
ing the future of the Jewish people after the war The new 
developments in the Middic East have proved the wisdom 
of those who insisted upon a World Jewish Army rather 
than onc based on Palestine. for should the Axis be cleared 
out of Africa, Palestine would no longer be in danger, and 
would, therefore, not require a Jewish Army to defend it 
A Wortd Jewish Army could fight on all battle fronts and 
docs not, therefore. depend upon events in the Middle East 
for its “ raison d'étre.”" As a matter of fact. as Captain 
Heitpern has pointed out in his recent letter in THe Jewirsn 
CHRONICIF, events in the Middic East have. if anything. 
Strengthened the argument for a Jewish Army It is clear 
that events in Tunisia and Tripolitania have not heen 
followed by the progress that was capected. and it scems 
that once again Axis streneth in these arcas has been under- 
estimated. It is not impossible that at the crucial moment 
the Axis might produce some new weapon of revolutionary

CONDITION IN JEWISH WILL VOID 


Clayton v. Ramsden 


Last week, the House of Lords allowed an 7 
by Mr. Harold Clayton and his wife, Mrs. na 

iolet Clayton, from the judgment of the Court of 
Appeal (the Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice 
Clauson, and Lord Justice du Parcq) allowimg an 
appeal from the decision of Mr. Justice Bennett 
who had held that a condition in the will of Mr. 
Barnett Samucl, who died in 1925, was void for 
uncertainty. The conditions under consideration 
stated : 

Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained I declare 
that if . . . my said daughter, Edna Samuci. shall at any | 
time after my death contract a marriage with a person who 
is not of Jewish parentage and of the Jewish faith then as 
from the date of such marriage all the trusts, powers, and 
provisions in this, my will, contained and at that date sub- 
sisting and capable of taking effect thereafter in favour of 
my said... dauehier .. . contracting such marriage shall 
cease and determine and be no longer exercisable. 

The case was considered by Lord Atkin, Lord 
Thankerton, Lord Russell of Killowen, Lord 
Wright, and Lord Romer, all of whom agreed that 
the appeal should be allowed.

AIR SEARCH FOR HIS OWN 
BROTHER 


R.A.F. Pilot’s Terrible Task 


Pilot Officer Harry Zumar, of the R.A.F Air- 
Sea Rescue Service, has recently had the most 
anxious and sorrowful task of 
his career—to search for his 
younger brother, Flight 
Sergcant Moe Zumar, a pilot of 
Coastal Command's “ Demon 
Squadron, who had been 
reported missing while out on 
patrol the previous day. 

Pilot Othcer Zumar, captain 
of a Hudson aircraft at an East 
Coast station, has saved many 
RA.F. crews from the sea, 
often within sight of the enemy
